HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN FLAG. 
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For instanoe, when the Mayflowei- 
landed at Plymonth in 1620, it iiatl 
floating from itH inHRtlieHd the fttm 
of Great Britain — the union of col- 
0111, signifying the union of Knghind 
and Snot land. For Hoine lime, es- 
pecially 80 lonK an no ill-feeling ex- 
isted between the eolonies and the 
mother country, their ttagn were the 
■ame. But when dissensions began 
to spring up and tyranny resulted, 
and later un when llie idea of in- 
dependence began to grow, each 
colony selected its own banner, and 
inscribtd upon it some motto ex- 
pressing the feeling of il8 people. 
Hence at the breaking out of the 
llevoliition their were various flags 
<>f UifrarfUt patlMriiH. Al th» l>Httl«> 
of Lexington which fortrr lly opeup<l 
the war which gave to America her 
indepeudohce, iho Holdiers wore no 
unifortnfl and carried no banners. 

But a little later on. When the 
battle of Bunker Mill was fought, 
the patriots carried banners of va- 
tions devices, as colonies or com- 
panies might select. 

The "rattlesnake" flag, borne by 
the Virginia troops, and the "pine 
tree" flsg of Massachusetts, were 
the most noted uf the colonial ban- 
ners. 

The first Union flag wan raised by 
Washington at C'ain))ridge on Jan- 
uary », 1770. 

"It was a triculored banner," 
aayn Bancroft, " not j'et spangled 
with stars, but showing thirteen 
strips of allernale red and white, 
crosses of Saint George and Sairrt 
Andrew on a liliie ground in the 
corner." But there is no record 
ahuwing that this flag wan ever 
adopted by the colonial congresn. 

The first and onlj' legislative 
action ofBoiAlly on record for 
creating a national flag is tlint 
of June 14, 1777, as follows: " Re- 
solved, That the flag of the thirteen 
United States shall be thirteen 
stripes; alterrmte red antl white, 
that the Union be thirteen stars: 
white in a blue field, representing 
a new cunstellation." 

There is some uncer'tainty as to 
who designed the flag. General 
Washiuglon was chairman of lh<< 
committee that reported the change 
to the Continental Congress at Phi- 
ladelphia. It seems to be a well 
authenticated fad thai the first flag 
was made by Betsy Ross, of 239 
Arch street, Philadelphia. The de- 
sign was submitted to her by VVash- 
inglon and the committee from Con- 
giesH, and in twenty-four hours 
thereafter the work was complett*d. 
'I'his is often spoken of as " Betsy's 
battle flag," and was borne, without 
any further change, throughout the 
Kevolntlun. 

Vermont antl Kentucky were 
admitted in 1792, it was necessary to 
increase the stars and stripes. So, 
on January 13, 1794, Congrtws eii- 
actetl "that from an I after the day 
of May, 1796, the flag of the Unitetl 
Htales be fifteen stripes, alternate 
■"•d and white; that the union be 
•"toen stars, white in a blue field " 

That was the national ban iter 
irom 179/5 ,„ 1818. [)„ring this 
time flve n^w States were admitted 
to the to Uhi Union and required re- 
pesentatiou on the flag. So Con- 
grewi, on April 4, 1819, enacted: 

1. "That from and after the 
•fourth of July next the flag t)f July 
next the flag of the UnbtMl States 
be thirteen strlptm, alternate red 
and while; that the Union have 
twui>i\ ><iHrs white in a h\»t^ field. 



2. "That on the Hdmission of 
every new Slate into the Union one 
star he at'ded to the union of the 
flag, and that such addition shall 
take effect on the fourth of July 
next succeeding such admission." 
There has been no legisJHlion on 
the flag since April 4, 1818. In tlie 
war of 1812 the natit)nal flau tM)ie 
fifteen starK; in the war with Mexico, 
twenty nine; in the Civd War, 
thirty-five; and the late war with 
Spain, forty- five. 

Tliouith our national flag was not 
adopted trnlil 1777, yet it can rank 
in point of antiqtrity with raany 
other national flags. 

The present flai? of Gr-eat Britain 
was adopted in l80l; ihe Krench 
tri-color, 1794; the flag of Portugal, 
1830; the flag of the German 
Empire 1879. 

Mr. Thayer, spexkini.' of our 
national flng, says: "A more sig- 
nificant and l)eantirul emblem of 
national lionor w«s never conc»'ivetl. 
Among the flaus of the ilifferent 
nationalities, the American citizen 
feels that it is the choicest of them 
all."— &/.

Ministers 
of every denttmination are co-operat- 
ing. 

Mr. John A. Kingsbury, assistant 
secretary t)f the State C'harities Aid 
Asstieiation, is calling upon the up- 
state oitit»s of New York to lead the 
coirntry in this movement. It is 
[)lartned that the prt)gram of no 
irncared-for tuberculosis by 1915 
in New York State, recently adt)pt- 
etl al the Albany Conference, shall 
rt«aeive special presentation and 
einphaHlH from the pulpits In 
every pari of the State. Under the 
flireclion of Philip V. Danahy, hoail 
of the Labor Depart intMit of the 
Slat« t'haritles AitI Association, the 
laboi unions in every large city are 
being requivilot] to attenti i<h;irch 
in a l>o<iy on Apr-ll 24th, trr to have 
the subject of titl>erenlosis brought 
up at th»>ir regular Suntlay meetings.

AN UNDERGROUND CITY. 

Russian e.xplorers have made a 
singular antl mt)sl interesting dis- 
ct)Very of a subterranean city in 
Central Asia. In Turkestan, on the 
right bank of the Amu Darya, in a 
chain of rt)ck hills near the Bokhara 
town of Karki, area uumber of 
large caves which upon examination 
were found to leatl to an under- 
ground city, built, apparently, long 
beft>re the Christian era. 

Accortling to the efHnies, inscrip- 
tit>ri.s and tlesigns upon the gold antl 
silver money uuearthetl from amting 
the ruins, the existence of the town 
tlates back tt) some two centuries 
before the birth of Christ. 

The edifices contain all kinilsof 
domestic utensils, pots, urns and 
va.tes. 

The high degree of civilization 
atlitined by Ihe inhabitants of Ihe 
city is slitrwn by the fact that tln>y 
built in several stories; by the 
symmetry of the streets and square.**, 
anil by l'>e tieatity of the baked clay 
and metal utensils, antl of the 
ornrtments and coins which have 
been found. 

It is supposed that long 
centuries sgo this city, so carefully 
concealed in the bowels of the earth, 
l)iovidetl large numbers of people 
with a refuge from the incursions 
of uomailic savages and robbers.

A LOCAL " HAMPSTEAD HEATH." 




In another pait t>f the Star to 
day is printetl a cortrrnunieation 
from Dr. E. M. Gallaudet. Presi- 
dent of the Columlria Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb, .settln;r 
forth the opportunitj- offered in the 
vicinity of that institution for the 
establishment of a great natural 
pieasitre park for the recreation of 
the people, and also the need of the 
northeast section of the Disli;iet in 
this regard. Dr. Gallaudet notes 
the resemblance of the tract in 
qut>8tion to Hampstead Hesth of 
London, which is regarded as of the 
utm.)8t value to the i>eople of the 
English rnetioplis. Thousands of 
the Loitdoners every day find there 
a means of refr-eshment from the 
strain of dense city life. The Heath 
has l>een left in its natural con- 
ditit)n. partly covered bj' forest, 
partly in moor, offering endless 
opportitnilies for rest and recreation. 
In Dr Gallaudet's estimate Brent- 
wood, a part of which has been al- 
ready taken for the construction of 
the new railroad terminal tracks, 
offers an unexampled opportunity 
for the development of a similar 
public reservation. He appeals to 
Congress to act promptly to move ir> 
this direction, and to secure pos- 
session of this attractive ar-ea before 
it has been seized for business pur- 
po.>»es and its beauty tlestroyed, and 
its value to the people lost forever. 
The fact that a great natural park 
has been established in the north- 
western sectifvn of the District tloes 
not lt>ssen the arKurnenl for such an 
enterpri.se as Dr. Gallaudet pro- 
poses, for the northeastern part of 
the capital is far removed from 
Rock Creek Park. As long as the 
opportuuiiy is offered by physical 
contlilions to give to the dwellers 
on the other sitle of the city a small- 
er but nevertheless equally bene- 
ficial pleasure ground, it should be 
act^ept<>d as sjwedily as financial 
conditions warrant. The develop- 
ment of Washington as a model 
city includes the preservation of 
natural attractions as well as the 
erection of artistic buildings, and 
provision for the health antl re- 
creation of the people as well as for 
the transaction of the business of 
the government and the community.

What are cups and saucers made 
of, and why are they called China* 
What do you think? 
Do they all come from Chiual' 
Ah, you are very near it. We, 
English and American p»-ople are 
very clever now in making these 
things, but a little more than a 
hu ltd red years ago we were obliged 
to get most of our earthenware from 
other countries. 

What is e.vrthenware? 
Cups, and saucers, jugs, pots and 
dishes. All these are earthenware 
t^ecairse they ar-e made of ear'h. 

The best kind of earthenware is 
called porcelain, and the Iwst porce- 
lain comes from China. 

How can cups aftd saucers be 
made of earth ? 

I will tell you. Different kinds of 
earth and clay are mixed tt)gether. 
The places where this is done are 
call-d potteries Clay of various 
kinds is thrown into immense tubs 
or vats; water is mixed with it and 
it is boiled Then the water is tak- 
en away and the boiling earth is 
beaten about until the air is driven 
out, anil is quite solid. While the 
clay is soft it is mouhled into the 
shape of jugs, cups, etc. These 
are carried into a heated room to 
harden. They are then given to the 
turner to t>rnament and ptdiah The 
handles and spouts are made by a 
man called the handler, who makes 
them in moulds and sticks them to 
Ihe cups and teapt)ts with liquid 
clay? 

What is liquid clay? 
Soft clay. Liquid means soft like 
water; soliil means hard, like Ihe 
table. 

I tt)ld you that a little more than 
a huudi-ed years ago the English 
were not so clever as other people 
in making cups and saucers and 
vases. But about that time a clever 
man, named Mr. Wedgwootl. found 
out how to make beautiful kinds of 
earthenware. He was born in Staf- 
fordshire and worked in his elder 
brother-'s pottery when he was 
eleven years old. He was one of 
those lK)y8 who think; and he not 
only did work, but he thought 
alwntit, and trieil, as he grew 
older, to make better earthenware 
than had ever been made in Eng- 
land before. And like most people 
who try and try again, h«suci>e«deil 
at last. He found out how to make 
pretty little ornamental pictnres, 
like sculpture, on vases, and he 
found out alst> a »rootl way of paint- 
ing on China. He was very good 
and as industrious as clever and 
he became a rich man, and built a 
beautiful house for himself near 
Newcastle- 11 nder-Lvrne, wi'"-" >v 
died. I 

1 will It'll you of another laimuis 
potter, nametl Bernard Palissy. 
lie was a Frenchman aud lived 
aliout 300 years ago. One day he 
happened to see a (noct beautiful en- 
ameled cup, and was told the secret 
of making this enamel was known 
only to a few lialiau artists. 

He determined to find out this 
wonderful and he would 

not be lb .:<'d by any difll 

culties. He had an immense fur- 
nace made, and he wt>uld not suffer 
the fire to go out night or day while 
he tried, first one way and then 
another, to produce the beautiful 
enamel. 

It is said he even threw bis chair 
and tables into the fire, and tore up 
the floors of his house to feed it 
when he thought it was goinsr out 
for want of firel.

TO HONOR WILLIAM PENN 

On the .shores of his much beloved 
Delaware River, where more than 
two and a quarter centuries ago he 
landed, will be laid to rest the body 
of William Penn, if plans uow 
under way can be carried through. 
The cemetery in which now lies the 
body of the great Quaker is in 
Buckinghamshire, England, and Is 
called Jordans. But while the 
grave has long been known, it is by 
no means certain that its cnstodians 
would be willing to give their con- 
sent to the removal of the body. 
When a similar project was mooted 
in 1882, at the time of a great cele- 
bration in Philadelphia, the official 
cirsttMiians of Jordans took strong 
exception. This means that it is 
not without considerable effort that 
consent will be obtained to remove 
the l>ody of the founder of Penn- 
sylvania. But it is possible that 
with the assistance of the United 
States anil)a88ador the affair could 
be arranged. Moreover the known 
partiality of King Edward for 
Americans would mean valnable 
assistance. 

Representative A. Mitchell Palm- 
er, of Pennsylvania, heads the mov- 
ment, and he has interested Iwih 
President Taft and Senator Knox 
in it. Mr. Palmer had information 
in advance, that a.s long as the 
prt^ject was a private one or had 
only the backing at the city of 
Philadelphia, or even the SKte of , 
Pennsylvania, it would not be enter- 
tained by the English government, 
but that if Washington tnatle repre- 
sentations they would be listened 
to with urreat respect. The move- 
ment has therefore become a 
national one, and in the session of 
Congress, the Quakers in the house.

who was a dominating figure in the 
political life of England during an 
important period. For it is well to 
tt» remember that William Penn was 
not fashioned from the material of 
which the leader of a dissenting 
faction of a people is too often com- 
po.sed. He was a man of wealth 
and of gentle t>irth, his family being 
an old and honnretl one. When 
he sul ' to the s^s of

gained the most important accession 
it had made in England, and at 
once its crur-ad* took on new life. 

It must be remembered thai the 
right to come to the new world and 
settle on soil owned hy the English 
crown was granted direct to William 
Penn by Charles II. Penn appeared 
before the monarch, made his plea, 
and was granted the land, and with 
the full sanction of bis own country, 
made his journey on the " Wel- 
come" to the new wtirld. If for no 
I other reason than the terms of jus- 
tice on which Penn acquired bis 
land from the Indians, the honoring 
of his remains is well worthy of 
Ih' iir.

The tourist agent speaks of Ber- 
muda as the "Land of the Lily and 
the Rose," which is coirect enough, 
since lilies are grown by the acre 
for the bulbs, which Amei-ican 
florisrs force into Easter blooms, and 
of roses there is a plenty the year 
around. Really the onion and po- 
tato extract the most wealth Irom 
the land. The fanner grows from 
one to four crops a year of many of 
his products. Cultivation is con- 
fined chiefly to the hollow where the 
soil has accumulated in pockets 
over the coral beds, which form the 
islands. This soil in most places is 
not more than ten to eighteen inches 
deep, a mellow loam which looks 
like finely powdered cocoa. Truck 
farming is scarcely considered. Po- 
tatoes and onions and lily bulbs are 
easily raised and several hundred 
and even a thousand dollars or 
more profit may be made from a 
sintrle acre. But with the prices 
falling and Texans growing vast 
quantities of onions, Bermuda will 
eventually have to turn to other 
crops. 

The working farmer there is the 
Poitugiiese. He was imported as a 
farm laborer, t>ul by thrift and 
good management has become a 
tenant instead of a hired man, and 
now raises certainly half, if not more 
than half, the crops of Bermuda. 
The negro is not the problem he is 
in our own Southern States. Of 
the seventeen thousand souls on the 
islands about sixty oi seventy per 
cent are negroes. They are law- 
abiding aixl remarkably industrious 
citizens, on the average very well 
educated by the colony, and they 
surprise a stranger by speaking with 
the accent of an Englishman, with 
little or no negro dialrtct. 

When the Beimudan wishes to 
build a house he removes from the 
silo the top soil, which will probably 
be not aliovu ten inches thick, 
perhnp.s less. Under this is a coral 
limestone, a little harder to out 
than cheese. Instead of dign'ing 
this out with pick and shovel, be 
saws it into blocks, sots it in the 
sun to dry, and by the time he has 
excavated his cellar the blocks are 
hard stone fit to be made into the 
walls of his house. He mixes a 
little cement and lime with his 
shavings and all bis materials are 
at hand. 

These cool stone houses, lime- 
washed a dazzling while, shine out 
through the deep green juniper 
trees and stand on the rooky shores 
above the wonderful ultramarine 
blue water with its thousand irides- 
cent hues, a pi<!turcs<iuo feature iu 
the panorama of beauty. Hedges of 
oleander, which grow to be veritable 
trees, divide the farms as stone walls 
or rail fences do in parts of our own 
country, ind in apiiug the islands, 
from the sea, appear t>o be burled 
under pink bloom. The affairs of 
Bermuda are practically in the 
hands of a house of assembly, 
elected by the people and serving 
without pay for a term of seveu 
years, though they do receive a fee 
of eight shillings for carriage hire- 
there being neither railway, trolley 
nor automobile in this peaceful 
land. Theie are practically no 
taxes in these wonderful islaudi, 
nut even on the land or for roada — 
which, by the way, are euporb. — 
Mt.Airy World.

April 9, 1910.— Edward Soles, re- 
siding, at 3366 South Street, Clove- 
land, anil employed by the Cleve- 
land Hardware Company, may die 
from the effects of being badly 
burned. The accident happened 
in a queer manner, too. While at 
work. Soles was in the habit of 
wearing a heavy canvas apron 
which had becnme soaked with oil 
and grease. When striking a 
match, the apron suddenly caught 
fire and his whole frame became a 
blaze. Workmen rushed to his aid 
with water, and extinguished the 
flames; not, however, till he was 
badly burnt from head to foot. He 
was lushed to a hospital, and the 
doctors then announced that bis in- 
juries seemed fatal. He has a wife 
and two small children. 

The Cleveland Association of the 
Deaf is in every way a hustling 
body. It is not content with mere- 
ly having it announced that such 
an organization exists, but it is on 
the do kind. It took up the Dwyer 
case, Inst. Fall, and bad the poor 
fellow provided with a home, then 
also it has helped others who were 
in need of aid. Now it is going 
after the ileaf fakirs who show up 
in the " Forest City," and propose 
lo make it hot for them whenever 
I hey seek to palm themselves off 
as deaf to Clevelandeis. Then too 
the Association has taken means to 
tnlucate the public of its city that 
the deaf are not beggars, and when 
solicite<l by a pretender to refuse 
[loint l)lank any aasistance. 

The Cleveland Lfmier of a recent 
date had the subjoined card from 
one of the <b>af resi<lents on the 
subject. 

" Dkak and Dumb" Impostors. 

On account of the activity of im- 
postors who piactice deaf-mutism 
as a means of ofitaining money from 
the people, tin* Cleveland Associa- 
tion of the Deaf wishes to call the 
attention of the public to this sub- 
ject. As a rule, the deaf do not 
beg, but are honest and industrious 
workers. The <leaf-mute8 are 
frequently subjected to various un- 
pleasant experiences resulting from 
the work of those malicious solici- 
tors. 

One of the association's members 
ent(>red a down-town office on busi 
ness, ami as soon as the clerk "aw 
the mute's writing pad he made signs 
— " get out of here, we have no 
money to give." The offended 
mule refused to be beaten, and com- 
pelled the man to attend to his 
wants, after whioh the clerk polite- 
ly apologized for his mistake. Who 
is to blame for the clerk's disposi- 
tion ? The common impostor is. 
He gives the public the idea that 
wrongly classifies the deaf-mutes in 
general. The <leaf-mnte is not re- 
sponsible for the sins of the mali- 
cious beggars. 

Another member, who made a 
bicycle flip to Akron, C, complain- 
ed that a lady mistook him for a 
beggar when he wrote on a piece of 
(laper asking her which was the 
road to Akron. Two roads met 
at Ihis certain place, and this mem- 
ber was not sure whioh was the 
right one. The lady meutioned 
offered him fifty cents before read- 
ing his writing, but he refused lur 
hffei with thanks and the reply that 
the deaf are not in company with 
impostors and heggars. 

rh<< greatest good the public can 
do for the local deaf-mutes, who 
number about 300, is to refuso deaf- 
mule im|>ersonators assistance. An 
iiiipostoi usually distributes cards 
bearing literature to arouse sym- 
pathy ."o as to open purses, or tries 
to sell deaf mute alphabet cards. 
This kind of false soliciting is 
picked out as the easiest occupation 
by a certain typo of sliiewd, lazy 
beinga, who are not deaf and dumi) 
at all, although some of them have 
a fair knowledge of the sign 
language. D. F.

Xhe Wmllandet Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thoiuas Oallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Aun'a Chureh for 
Deaf-MuteN. The present Church 
is situated ou 148th Street, just west 
of AwHterdam Avenue, and is built 
Nome tweuty-flve feet back from the 
line of the 'Street to permit the ereo- 
tiou of Huoh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church editlceaud be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaadet 
hoi)ed during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the oh arch 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This was not pet- 
mitled, and it is suggested aa a 
most iit/tiug memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf' mates. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Ths 
amount required for " The Qallau- 
et Memorial Parish Building" will 
e about 930,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
